IOO Doses Ono Dollar

Cnsh, tho raiahty hunter, who founded the
first military despotism, was an Ethiopian.
He understood the scienco of colonization,
invading Asayria'and Chaldcannd thero
builded cities, the greatest of vrhich was
babylon, over which ho was the iirst ruler.
That was the first city of the r.notbo cen-
ter of the manufactures of cloth, wood,
precious etones and of trade. It was the
city of tho Ethiopian. Its building dis-
played thorough knowledgo of mechanical
and mathematical science, while its com-
merce extended east and west. The negro
thus rooked the cradle of civilization.
With him was born the scienco of commun-
ication by writing, and astronomy.

The pastor went on to say that tho nine
million of colored people in this country
came principally from $9,V15 slaves, who
were imported, being natives of the soil,
what injustice and absurdity to talk of
deportation. We a:i identified with the
American people and are American citizens,
and we havo interests in the country too
vast to leave. We have helped to make it.
felled its forests, cleared its lands, helped
build its railroads. To tho American peo-
ple, after two centuries of existence
on the contiueut, the African
Bays: "Thy people shall be our
people, and thy God our God."
We cannot leave the country in which we
have so much property and in which we
have been eo prosperous the pnst twenty
years. In the South we have JS.UOO.COO
worth of property all th't from less than
nothing surely "Ethiopia makes haste to
stretch out her hands uuto God." Wo have
2.000.000 children attending school: over

10,000.000 worth, of church property; 150
newspapers. Ho nest gave a list of colored
peoole who nro worth from $200,000 to

500,000. In baltimore nineteen colored
men are worth $S00.0C0. He proceeded
to note the prosperity and accumulations
of colored people in the South that in
Lonisiana tbey pay taxes on SW.OOO.COO of
property. After noting the wealth and
prosperity of colored people in dillerent
parts of the couutry he concludes that the
race is making progress commensurate
with other races when conditions are con-
sidered.

Ho next noted the growth of the South,
and said that it Is based upon the labor of
tho negro that as the years pass and in-
dustries multiply tho opportunities of the
colored race increase, and ho is contribut-
ing his share and receiving his benefits
from the development of the South. Thus
Ethiopia is stretching forth her hands.

The first half of the discourso wss an ex-

the impossibility of grasping it intel-
lectually.

The speaker then explained the wide
meaning of the text, which does not admit
of limitation. The young and old. all
classes and conditions, may seek and ob-

tain divine grace. "J was once holding a
series of meetings," said Dr. Dashiel, "in
a country district where there was a man
degraded and besotted with drink and sin.
He was induced to come to the meetings. I
eaw him at first far in the rear, but the
next night ho was a little nearer, by tho
fourth night ho was at the foot of the altar.
He said. I want to bo saved, now,
to-nigh- t.' We praved with him nntil 10
o'clock, but, mindful of need of rest for the
morrow, we had to close the meeting. The
next night he was at tho altar again. We
prayed, oh! no hard, to give him the power
to yield his will, but again 10 o'clock, came
and 1 declared we must close the meoting.
As I roso from his side he arose, too. There
was a new light in his ere, his soul had
been renewed in that instant. When all
had given up, God came in with His grace.
So it is that any man may be saved."

The Central ChrUtlan Church.
Rev. Dr. Lucas had a congregation yea

terday which not only tilled the pews but
tho aisles, showing how much in need of
.tho new church editiro the Central Chris-
tian society is. Dr. Lucas preached a ser-

mon cn the text: "Glory to God in the
highest, on earth pf:co. good , will to
men." He said that there was no nation
or school of philosophy that could pro-
mulgate such a truth. That was evidence of
its divine origin. Even tho Hebrew peo-pl- o,

which knew more of God than any
other iiationalit3'. was not prepared to
proclaim good will to men. He took the
broad ground that all human civilization
that accorded to all men their rights was
due to tho light and intlnence of the gospel
of Christ that it was the spirit and power
of this gospel which would bring peace
and good will to the earth. Without it
there can be no civilization and progress
based on human love, it was this light
from above that wus to bring the world to
the highest civilization. He spoke of the
teD8 of thousands of congregations who,
nnder one name or another, and in
varied forms, were at that hour
worshiping, in tho name ot Christ, and was
very fervent iu his expressions of good
will to all those who. in their worship.
ascribe glory to God in the highest, who
preached peace on earth and good will to
men. lie spoke of the meeting of the lead- -
ing representatives of all religious beliefs
at the Columbian fair, and grew eloquent
over the intlnence of such nn assemblage,
because it would hasten on the kingdom of
(jlod. He said thnt a religion of "good will
t men" was a cheerful, kindly and help-
ful, not a gloomy anil tnorosrt religion. It
was a religion to help people every day.
and the Christian who believed in good
will to man would bo a chcorlnl. kiud and
thoughtful man or woman. The sermon
was full of practical suggestion, ex-
perience, pathos and power.

Rev. Hamlirs Remains Interred at Marshall,
Whare lie Waa fituch Honored.

Mausiiall. Dec 20. The body of Key. E.

J. Hamill, of Jacksonville, whose sudden
death on a train, near Mount Vernon; III.,
was noted in yesterday's papers, arrivtd
here this morning, and was interred in the
city cemetery this afternoon. Rev. Hamill
was nearly eighty years of age, and had
been a minister of the gospel for nearly
half a century. He was a resident of Ala-

bama during the war and one of the most
rabid Unionists in the whole South. More
than once his pronounced patriotic senti-
ments led to his arrest, but so thoroughly
respected was the fearless old man that ho
never snllered harm. He has ono son, Ed-
ward, iu Jersey City, N. J and another,
Prof. Howard M. Hamill. of the Illinois
istate Normal School. In Jacksonville. His
youngest son. Kobert E., is a resideut of
Marshall, and is one of the prominent
younglawyers of the county, ilov. Hamill
was always a pronounced Republican,
though a lirin believer iu practical prohibi-
tion.

Hoy lie Id fur Murder.

Champaign. Dec 2a Coroner Buch, of
this city, held an inquest Friday over the
lemaius of Gonlie Evans, who was shot by
a companion last Sunday. Two boys, the
only witnesses examined, scid they were
with Charles Porter shooting at a target,
when some smaller boys came to the place
Porter told them to leave, aud said to
Gonlie Evans: "Leave, or 1 will shoot
yon." Evans started to go away, and when
some distance off stopped to look back.
Porter leveled the guu at him and fired.
The ball struck him in the head, resulting
in his death Wednesday night. The jury
returned a verdict upon these facts, tindlng
thatGoulie Evans came to his death by a
shot maliciously tired by Charles Porter.
The jury recommended that the latter be
held to answer. Coroner Buch issued a
warrant for the arrest of 1'orter, and be
was taken into custody and placed uuder
Sr 0J bonds to await the action of the grand
jury.

A Gas Well That May Be the Strongest In
the Indiana IJeit.

Muncie, Dec. 0. What promises to be

the strongest gas-we- ll in the Indiana belt
was developed for the Central Co-operati- ve

Gas Company last week. At the time
of drilling the well the Trenton rock was
extremely solid, and but little gas was
fouud. Sixty quarts of nitro-glyceii- no

wero exploded in tho hole, since when the
gas pressure has been increasing until it
has done much damage. Tho owners are
afraid it will reach a pressure impossible
to handle. Yesterday a section of steel
pipes, warranted to stand four hundred
pounds pressure, was twisted like straws
and hurled from tho trench four feet under
the frozen ground. This was repaired,
since when a second and third explosion
has occurred in tho same manner. The
The last explosion blew the pipe and fro-zo-u

dirt huh in the air, and theroarinn
gas badly frightened many residents. This
well is the last drilled of over one hundred
in Center township.

Tho Stale Has Sow More Mile Tracks
than lias Any Other on the Continent.

Rapid Improvement In the Breeding of Fast
Stock Some Famous Strains-S- ew Fair

Grounds and Race-Tra- ck 'Site.

Let Kentucky scoff no more! Indiana
has more mile racing-track- s than any
State in the Union, and the race-cours- e

generally carries with it all that marks the
sporting phases of American civilization.
It is no small thing to have the eyes of Now
York and the East, wheio the State has
been synonymous with backwoodsism.
turned upon Indiana as the leading State
in fast stock. These mile tracks are nine
in number, situated at Richmond, Fort
Wayne, Cambridge City. Terre Haute,
Evansville, Elkhart, Peru. Rushville and
Columbus. Tho Columbus track is just
finished, and will bo ready for the next sea-

son as a part of tho Indiana Trotting Asso-

ciation circuit.
"besides these," said Dr. Ncal, oditor of

the Western Horseman, published in this
city, "there" are a number of other mile
tracks in course of completion or in con-
templation. It has come to pass that really
great and fast horses will not race on a
half-mil- e track at all, and this has stimu-
lated the building of mile tracks. Con-uersvil- lo

is talking of building one,
and I hope it will. It is the
center of a horse country which has
many hundreds of thousands of dollars in-

vested in blooded stock. Next to Indiana
in mile tracks comes Illinois. Illinois,
however, has more race-track- s ot every
description than any State in the country.
Indiana reciprocates by being second in
point of total number of tracks, but ten
years ago there was not a mile track
m the bratc, and it has only been within
thq past live years that most of them wero
built. They are constructed on the plans
und speciiications laid down by the Amer-
ican Trotting Association, and are, there-
fore, known as regulation tracks. They
aro such as attract any horse, of whatever
speed or value, and this accounts for the
noted horses that have, iu recent years,
been seen in this State."

"Does this not, then, signify a chango in
the Indiana horse!" was asked.

"Ye," was the reply, "Indiana horse-
flesh has undergone a creat change in the
past ten years. Kentucky has contributed
a numberof finely-bre- d horses, which have
materially improved our stock. Prominent
among the horse families imported
has been the Wilkes. This is noted for
speud and beahty. Dr. Armstrong, of
this city, recently bought a Kentucky
Wilkes. Agrioola, who, at two years,
showed remarkable speed, but got hurt and
has not been speeded since. He is one of
the linest iu the Htate. - Other well-know- n

A Sermon by Uev. J. S. Harris, a Colored Di-

vine, lit the Ninth Trpsbyterian Church.

Rov. J. S. Harris, pastor of the Ninth
Presbyterian Church (colored), delivered a
Bomcwhat remarkable sermon yesterday to
his congregation, based on Psalm lxviii. SI:
"Ethiopia shall soon stretch out her hands
unto Cod." Kov. Harris is from the South,
aud has made himself acquainted with tho
condition of the colored people, aud his
sermon was based upon tho progress which
he hs noted. After showing that in
the Hebrew the words translated "shall
soon" could as well be translated "shall
haste to stretch out her hands unto Cod,"
he declared thafthe marvelous progress of
the necro is not a negro problem or a
Southern problem, but a national problem,
as it already is di90Ued In all the papers,
and in the national legislature. He then
proceeded to notice the theories for the
disposition of the negro, bnt the only thing
to do with the negro is to make him an
American citizen, with every right of other
citizens. The country should understand
that this is the only solution of the so-call- ed

negro problem.
The preacher next combated the idea

that the colored race were born "hewers of
wood and drawers of water." asserting
that thero is nothing in the ethnology of
the three great families of the earth to sus-
tain surh a theory. The rirst rudimeuts of
civilization are fouud among the Ethi-
opians, the t'nbUitts.

Interesting Address on "Forefathers'
Day" by Mrs. Anna M. Tilson.

Etory of Early New Enclard and Its Sig-

nificance Dr. Dashiei's Commnnion Dis-

course Dr. I.a cms Sermon.

The Coming of the Pilgrims' vas the
subject of the address delivered yesterday
forenoon at Plymouth Church, the services
being commemorative of Forefathers' day.

The address was by Mrs. Anna M. Tilson.
and opened "with a brief review of the
canses leading to the organization of the
various groups of Separatists, beginning
with the ttrownists. She spoke of the
persecution, nndcr Queen Elizabeth and
King Jarue. of these people, who detached
themselves from tho English Cnurcb, seek-
ing a return to the simplicity of the early
churches. This was followed by a descrip-
tion of crooby and the exodus of a great
number of English Puritans to Holland
afterwards to become kuowu as Pilgrims.
When tceso English saw that their chil-

dren were likely to become Dutch and bo
absorbed by that people they determined
to seek: homes elsewhere. Mrs. Tilson's
address from this point was as follows:

The Republic ottered" to colonize them
at Zealand, furnishing everything, but
that would make them Dutch subjects.
Another offer was made to send them to
New Amsterdam. They were considering
that nroDosition when Weston came from
London, representing a new company, and
bringing oiler of large assistance. The
plan was that of a joint stock company,
hares at 10 each; the agreement that at

the end of seven rears the earnings and
possessions be divided among all share-
holder, except that the hou.es and tho
gardens of the colonists should be their
own. The colonists thought tho terms
hard, but it was the best they could do.

Wiunlow ' tells tie that 'After
that we refreshed ourselves with singing,
psalms, making joyful melody in onr hearts.
as well as with oar voices, there being
many of our congregation very expert in
music' 3. indeed. -- it was the sveetest
xx" earn ever heard.'

la-fi-i and Leyden. the party left by boat
